"VVo 
have only to deal wiili the abstract 
qaesUoD ol right — the cquitnblo claim 
that Mr Titus mixy or may not have 
agaloBt the city for the payment of 
the amouot ho has failed to ret'ovcr 
in a court ot^law. Sight is a " higher 
law" (ban ttio authorities quoted by 
the leurnod counsel on cither side. 
!Ebe case lies in a nnlsboU : Mr Titus 
■was awarded the coiiiract for making 
a drain through a part' of View street. 
The drain was .inlonded ,to carry off 
the water from the swnmp. The con- 
tract was entered into in conscquonco 
of a petition Bont to the City Coun- 
oil by a number of lot-owners on 
View street, and upon iho liiiUi of 
tho politioncrtj' {irotui-o to ]<t'.y pro- 
rata the cost of its co.'.slruclion when 
a cortificalo of its eoinj-kuioii accord-, 
ing to contract had born {;i%''jn by tho 
City kjurveyor. TLo w(!rk completed, 
the eonfactor aj^jjeared butoro tho 
Council with tiio Km vojor'a coriiliciito 
and demanded Jiis money. Tho Coun- 
cil threw Iho ronpoDBibility upon tho 
petitioners. The latter, through pov•^ 
erty, or some other UDc:iplaiuod 
cause, noglootod or rofasod to pay. 
The case has come before eoveral buo« 
oesBivo Councils all of whom baTO ro-< 
inaed to recognize the claim, amount^ 
ing to upwards of 82000, and after 
several years passed in vainly jioti- 
tioningfor redress, the contractor, tho 
other day, souglit relief in tlio Su- 
premo Court by bringing suit against 
tho Corporation.

'J'bo case is a po« 
culiarly bard one. Tho work waa aC'« 
oeptod by tho Cily Surveyor — tho of- 
ficer authorized to oversee tho per- 
formance of all contracts of the 
kind — and his cortifioato was ist 
Boed.- Whether tho work was to 
benefit the entire oity^ or a;partica]ar 
section does not enter into the argu* 
ment. The drain was built with the 
sanction of tho Council, tho contract 
vas signed by the Mayor, and the 
"work pronounced to havo beoo prop-" 
«rly executed by the proper ollicor. 
All that wiis required to make the 
agreoraont binding on tho ci<.y was 
the Corporaio Siial, wliieh was acuis 
dentally ovorlookt'd. JJad tho seal 
appeared on tlio face of the contract, 
the Judge would li.ivo been bound to 
charge tho jury in favor of tho plain- 
tiflf.

Tliia intoreBdnp ccrRraony took ploce yo3- 
terday, tfie Bishop of the diocosa picaiiling. 
Tho prooecdings woro commenced at twelve 
o'olook, in Ibo piesence of the parents ol tha 
popila and.othor friends of educatioo, by the 
Lord Bisbop.in a speech io which ho oltudud 
to the dbjedts and priudiplei of tho Echool, 
wbioh was founded on Ohriation inetrDciiun 
utid religious training; nnd in adverting to 
ilio subjcola toughl look occueion to rcinnrk 
that many mallera woro instilloJ into tlie 
minds of tho joung at lliis inElitDtion, whicli 
though of lliemsclvos col alwiiya uaoful in 
evjry day lilo, educated and eliarpi;ni;d the 
mind and prepared it by iiitelleoliial ellort fi)t 
tho reception of what wna really practicali 
that ;hu education hero imparled was not 
inteaded to be Umited to mere intellectual 
cflott'and ')DBtrnotioa but iooluded the far 
higher object of moral training. 

The Rev C. T. \Voo(?b, the PriDotpal, then 
followed with explanations of the method 
followed tbia jearin tho alloitin/j of the pri- 
zea ; that papers on the eubjecla of Divin- 
ity, Maiheraaticg, F>iiliu, Ac, had been pro- 
puied for esamination of tho Boys rB?i)eo- 
tivoly, by the Bishop, tho Kov R. U. Gjrrctt, 
Mr Alston, the Dean and Mr (Jribbull ; that 
these papors were printed uiui handed to the 
boys lo bo examined only on llio morning of 
the days especially appointed ibcrefor, witb« 
oat having previously beeo Ecen bj faim or 
any boy; that they- were io like manaer 
oollectod and banded back to tho ezamiDers, 
who, wiibont hia privity, allotted a certain 
nnmbcrof niorhs indicaling degrees of merit;

alluiicd to eaoil boy depended the awarding 
of the prizes,
